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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 63-72, 74-77, 79-81, 89-92, and 94-109 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

3. Regarding claim 63, the prior art does not appear to teach or reasonably suggest 
bypassing a notch filter when a feedback candidate frequency cannot be reduced by a 
determined value. Lewis appears to teach freeing notch filters only when stronger 
feedback signals are detected. 

4. Claims 64-72, 74-77, and 94 are allowable because they depend from claim 89. 

5. Regarding claim 79, the prior art does not appear to teach or reasonably suggest 
setting a notch filter to a depth of OdB (i.e. a flat response) when a feedback candidate 
frequency cannot be reduced by a determined value. Lewis appears to teach freeing 
notch filters only when stronger feedback signals are detected. 

6. Claims 80 and 81 are allowable because they depend from claim 79. 

7. Regarding claim 89, the prior art does not appear to teach or reasonably suggest 
creating a time limit in a state machine for testing a feedback candidate frequency. 

8. Claims 90-92 are allowable because they depend from claim 89. 

9. Regarding claim 95, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 79. The 
prior art does not teach a notch of 0 dB when the candidate frequency cannot be 
reduced by a predetermined amount. 

10. Claims 96-107 are allowable because they depend from claim 95. 
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1 1 . Regarding claim 108, see the preceding argument with respect to claim 63. The 
prior art does not teaches or reasonably suggest tracking the notch filter with a state 
machine nor does it teach bypassing the notch filter when a feedback candidate 
frequency cannot be reduced by a determined value. 

12. Claim 109 is allowable because it depends from claim 108. 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

14. Miller et al., US 5,506,910 A (previously cited), teaches an automatic equalizer 
with notch filters (see column 8, line 65 - column 1 1 , line 56 and figures 7 and 8).
